How tlie Arms were Removed from 


; 
the St. touts Arsenal. 


1 
Special despatch to the Chicago Tribune. 


SrHisoFiEuy April-28. 


I am now able to give a complete and 


iccurate narrative of the transfer of the 
,wenty-one thousand'stand of arms from 
°ti Louis to Spriugfiold. 
", 


'Capt. James H.-.Stokes, of Chicago, late 


)f ithe regular army, volunteered to under- 
afee the perilous mission, and Go?. Yates 
>Hced in his hands the requisition of the 
Secretary of War for ten' thousand muskets. 
Captain Stokes went to St. Louis and made 
.is way as rapidly as possible to the arse- 
nal. 
He found it surronnded by an 'im- 


tndnse mob, and. the postern gates all 
,lqsed. His utmost efforts to penetrate tlie 
rowd were, for a long time, imavailing. 
At) last he managed to attract the attention 
of'.one of the guards by whom he sent; 
for. 


he captain of' the company stationed at 
hat part of the arsenal yard, and to him 
ie' made known that he was a bearer of 
lespatches from the war department. 


With some difficulty he was admitted 


without attracting the particular notice of 
h^ crowd. 
On reaching the arsenal prop- 


er,: he learned that Major Hayner, of .tlie 
ordnance department, had just been order- 
ed !to Leaven worth, whither he had gone on 
ho preceding day. He had been superced- 
ed ;by Major .Cullender, an old class-mate of 
Capt. Stokes, at West Point. A council 
vas immediately held between Capt. Stokes, 
tfajor Cullender and Capt. Lyon,. the latter 
jeing the officer in command of the regu- 


i troops and volunteers. 
The requisition 


was shown. Capt. Lyon doubted tho pos- 
sibility of executing it. . He said the arse- 
nal was surrounded by a thousand spies, 
and every movement was watched and re- 
)orted to the head quarters of the seces- 
sionists, who could throw an overpowering 
brce upon them nt any moment. 
Capt. 


Stakes represented that every hours' delay 
vas rendering the capture of the arsenal 
more certain, and the arms must be remov- 
ed to Illinois, now or never. 
Major Cullen- 


der agreed with him, 
and told him to take 


.hem at his own time and in his own way. 
This was Wednesday night. 
Capt. Stokes 


lad a spy in the camp of the secessionists, 
whom he met at intervalsin a certain place 
n the city. • 


On Thursday he received information 


hat Gov. Jackson had ordered two thou- 
sand armed, men down from Jefferson City, 
vhose movements could only contemplate 


seizure of the arsenal, by occupying the 


icights around it and planting batteries 
hereon. The job would have been an'easy 
one. 
They had already planted one battery 


on the St. Louis levee, and another at 
Powder Point a short distance below the 
arsenal. Capt. Stokes immediately tele- 
•raphed to Alton to have the steamer City 
•f Alton drop down to the arsenal landing, 
about midnight. He then returned to the 
arsenal and commenced moving the boxes 
of guns, weighing some three hundred 
jounda each, down to the lowar floor.— 
\.bout seven hundred men were employed 
n the work. He then took five hundred 
Kentucky flint lock muskets, which had 
>een sent there to be altered, and sent them 
o be placed on a steamer as a blind to eov- 
'.r his real movements. The secessionists 
nabbed them at once, and raised a perfect 
iJedlam over the capture. A large portion 
of the outside crowd left the arsenal when 
his movement was executed j and Captain 
Lyou took the remainder who were lying 
around as spies, and locked them up in his 
guard house. About 11 o'clock, the steam- 
er City of Alton came alongside ; planks 
vere shoved, out I'rom the windows to the 
main deck, and the boxes slid down. When 
the ten thousand were safely on board, Capt. 
Stokes went to Capt. Lyou and Mnjor Cal- 
ender, and urged them, by the most press- 
ng appeals, to let him empty (he arsenal. 
They told him to go ahead and take what- 
ever he wanted. Accordingly he took eleven 
thousand more muskets, five hundred new 
rifle carbines, five hundred revoU'ers, one 
lundred and teti thousand musket cartridges 
to say nothing of the cannon, and a large 
-[ua'ntity of miscellaneous accoutrements, 
.eaving ouly seven thousand muskets in the 
Arsenal, to arm the St. Louis volunteers. 


When the whole were on board, about 


two o'clock Friday morning, the order was 
givsu, by the captain of the steamer, to cast 
aff. 
Judge of the consternation of all 


bands when it was found that she would not 
move. The arms had been piled in great 
quantities around the engines to protect 
them against the battery on the levee,-and 
the :great weight had fastened the bows of 
the boat firmly on a rock, which was tear- 
ing a hole through the bottom atevery turn 
of the wheels. 


A man of less nerve than Captain Stokes 


would'have gone crazy on the spot. 
He 


called^ the arsenal men on board, and com- 
menced moving the boxes to the stern.— 
Fortunately, when about two hundred-box- 
es had been shifted, the boat fell.away from 
the shore and floated.in deep water. "Which 
way?'-' said Capt. Mitchell, of the steamer. 
"Straight to Alton iu the regular channel,1' 
replied Caph. Stokes. ''What if we are at- 
tacked?" said Capt. Mitchell. ".Then we 
will fight I'' said Capt Stokes. " What if 
we are overpowered '}" said Capt. 31. "Run 
her to the deepest part of the river and sink 
her," 
replied Capt. S. "I'll do it,.'' was the 


heroic answer of Capt. Mitchell, and away 
they went, past the secession battery, past 
the entire St. Louis levee and on to Alton, 
in the regular channel,'where they arrived 
at 5 o'clock in the morning. 


When the boat touched,her,landiug, 
Cap- 


tain Stokes, fearing pursuit by some two or 
three of the secession military companies, 
by which the city of St. Louis is disgraced, 
ran to the Market House and rang the. fire- 
bell. The citizens came flocking, pell-mell 
to the river, in all sorts .of habiliments.— 
Capt. Stokes informed them of the situation 
of things, and pointed out the freight cars. 
Instantly men, 
women and children board- 


ed the steamer, seized the freight, and clam- 
bered up the levee to the cars.' Rich and 
poor tugged together with might and" niaiu 
for two hours when.the cargo was all depos- 
ited in the cars, . and the train moved off 
amid their enthusiastic .cheers, .for Spring- 
field,

When Capt. Stokes reached this city, he 


was so exhausted by sixty hours of inces- 
sant labor and excitement, that he fell 
asleep while endeavoring to recount his ad- 
ventures to Judge Trutnbull.

has now received its fatal blow, not only in 
St. Louis, but throughout Missouri. 


When it became known that the arms 


were gone, the St. Louis Republican began 
to preach peace and neutrality, the .minute 
men ceased brawling for Jeff. Davis in the 
streets, and Gov. Jackson began to'advise 
against calling the.State Convention togeth 
er.

BANDAGES.—To the ladies who will fu 


nish bandages for the use of the surgeon 
in the army, the following directions ma 
be of service :—Bandages should be mac 
of soft pliable unglazed muslin, such as 
usually sold at ten cents per yard. Th 
muslin should be lorn, not cut, into strips, 
and these strips sewed together at the ends 
with a soft flat seam. When long enough, 
the bandage should be rolled as tightly and 
compactly as possible, and when rolled, the 
loose threads should be removed from the 
ends of the roll. The length of the band- 
age should be marked w'th a pencil on each 
roll. Bandages of the following lengths 
and widths, are most useful: 


Twelve yards long and 4 inches wide. 
Eight yards long and 3 inches wide. 
Eight yards long and 2J inches wide. 
Five yards long and 2 inches wide. 
Three'yards long and 2 inches wide.

with treason to be summarily tried by Court 
Martial instead of Grand Jury; justifies 
searches and seizures of .private property, 
and the taking possession of public high- 
ways, and other means of communication. 
Involving the highest exercise of sover- 
e'gnV5r) ^ is, of course, capable of great 
abuse, and is only to be justified on emer- 
gencies of the most imperative and perilous 
nature, such as now appear to exist in Bal- 
timore.
